Allon starts Bonn 
talks on economics

BONN. — Foreign -Minister Yigal 
Allon arrived here yesterday for 
the start of a three-day official 
visit devoted largely to discussions 
om economic cooperation between 
the two countries, but also to a 
tour @horizon of world affairs and 

the situation in the Middle East. 

Allon is here officially to head 
the Israel delegation to the first 
meeting of a mixed economic com- 
mission set up by the two govern- 
ments. 

The Minister flew into Frankfurt 
airport yesterday afterncon on an 
ἘΠ Al jet, then continued by heli- 
copter to Bonn to hold a first con~ 
ference with his host, Foreigo Min- 
ister Hans-Dietrich Genscher. ᾿ 

Allon flew in from Zurich where 
Israel] officials said he had spent 
a day resting. 

In a speech prepared for delivery 
at @ dinner in Allon’s honour last 
night, Genscher said it was impos- 
sible for two foreign ministers to 
stick to bilateral issues. They must 
eoncern themselves with the urgent 
need for peace in the Middle East, 
especially in view of the Lebanese 
civil war, he added. 

“It is necessary,” Genscher said 
“that both sides make concessions 
so that a settlement acceptable to 
everyone can be found.” He said he 
was especially pleased that leading 
Arab statesmen have said in Ger- 
many that they no longer question 
the existence of Israel. This, he said, 
should make it easier for Israel “to 
show good will and steer purpose- 
fully toward a comprehensive peace 
agreement." 

Allon will sign an agreement to- 


“aay to foster private German in- 


vestment in Israel and during his 
talks will seek ways to cut a 
chronic trade deficit in trade with 
West Germany. 

Among his nine-man delegation 
are Moshe Allon, assistant director-

Israel protests

Israel has protested to the U.S. 
at President Ford’s and Secretary 
Kissinger's public expression of 
thanks to the PLO for its coopera- 
tion in the evacuation of American 
civilians from Lebanon. 


The Foreign Ministry confirmed 
yesterday that the embassy in Wash- 
in had lodged a protest with 
the State Department, 


Officials here said Israel felt the 
U.S. leaders had gone further than 
was necessary or appropriate in 
publicly thanking the PLO — which 
‘was, after all, the body primarily 
responsibly for the ongoing carnage 
in Lebanon. 

“This only elevates the PLO's 
status internationally and in the 
Arab world,” the officials said. 


The U.S. leaders are presumed 
to have been so prodigious in their 
thanks to the PLO in order to en- 
sure the organization's cooperation 
in further evacuation of civi- 
lians from Lebanon that may be 
necessary. But Israel is said to 
view this as a dangerous precedent. 
“It's a form of protection for safe 
passage," Said one source. “It doesn’t 
befit the U.S.” 


Mediterranean-Dead Sea power 
project now more realistic

-HAIFA, — A hydro-electric power 


project for the country, orl 

dreamed of by Herzl, and raised re- 
peatedly over the years, is becoring 
increasingly realistic because of the 
steady rise in the price of fuel. The 
Electric Corporation's General Man- 
ager, Ariel Amiad, told this to the 
Rotary Club here yesterday. 


The original plan to have Medi- 
terranean Sea water flow into the 
tower Dead Sea by means of chan- 
nel and tunnel, still stands, the 
speaker told his audience, with one 
extremely important exception. 


Instead of having the water drop 
directly into the Dead Sea and there- 
by losing 2 large power potential 
through evaporation, the water 
would fill up one or possibly two 
Specially-constractéed basing en 
route. 


The latter plan would raise the 
electric power generated from 100 
megawatts to 85 much as 300.me- 
gawatts in the case of the one ba- 
sin, during 2,700 hours a year, or 
about eight hours a day. Two ba-~ 
sins, would mean doubling the fi- 
gure to 600 megawatts, 

The proposed sites for the chan- 
nel and tunnel are Palmahim-Fin 
Fashka, Ashkelon-Ein Gedi, or from 


Yamit to the southern end of the 
Dead Sea. 

Besides saving imported fuel the 
project could be used to create ar- 
tificial seawater lakes, cooling water 
for industry, and to prevent the pre- 
sent Jevel of the Dead Sea from 
falling too low. 

Amiad felt certain that the pro- 
ject would be “carried out in our 
time.” e 

In the meantime, a less ambi- 
tious project is under consideration 
whereby the flow of the upper Jor- 
dan would be harnessed before it 
drops into Lake Kinneret, genera- 
ting 70 to 120 megawatts of elec- 
tricity. 


U.S. senators 
ask Ford to 


increase aid

WASHINGTON. — President Ford 
will annonuce “very shortly” 
whether he will increase his 
$200m. transitional aid proposal 
for Israel, Senator Jacob Javits 
told reporters following a meet- 
ing with the President on this 

issue late last night. 

Javits and four other senators 
laid various proposals before the 
President to increase the assistamce 
for Israel. Senators Case and Inouye 
urged the President to provide Is~ 
rael with $375m. during the three- 
Tmonth quarter, but observers ‘here 
believed it was unlikely that the 
President would go that high. 

White House sources, however, 
did indicate that ‘the Prealdent may 
be ready to show additional flexi- 
billty in his stand "We believe he 
wa make a falr decision,” Javits 
3 le 


Tae senators also submitted to 
the President various detailed 
documents showing Israel's finan- 
cial need. . 

Earlier, White House spokesman 
Ron Nessen said that the President 
considers his ‘original foreign aid 
request for Israel and other states 
to have been “adequate.” He said 
Ford agreed to meet with the Se- 
nators and Representatives because 
he was “willing to listen to other 
considerations.” 

Nessen added that the President 
considered the meeting not only one 
that would deal with the specific 
transitional quarter aid issue, but 
“much broader" questions of for- 
eign aid as well. 

Rep. Otto Passman, the powerful 
chairman of the House Foreign Ope- 
rations subcommittee, said that the 
President would not agree to in- 


crease the $200m. transitional aid 
compromise figure reportedly propo- 
sed for Israel last Friday. Passmon, 
who usually supports the Adminis- 
tration position, was joined by seve- 
ral Administration officials who be- 
lieve that the President has gone 
“about as far as he ¢an.” 

But other informed sources here 
said that there were indications that 
the President might, in the end, 

to increase the amount for 
Israel slightly. “His §200m, offer 
was not fixed in concrete,” one 
source said. 

Israel is slated to receive §2.2b. 
in the regular fiscal year 1976 
forelgn ald bill and another $1.8b. 
in the fiscal year 1977. The transi- 
tional quarter ald is designed to 
meet Israel's financial needs dur 
ing the three months — from July 
1 through September 30 — during 
which the U.S. Government Is 
shifting its fiscal calendar year. 

Israel is eligible to receive as 
much as $550m. during the “fifth” 
quarter, ‘but the President, earlier 
thiz year, sent a message to the 
Congress warning that he would 
veto the pending apprapriations 
bill if’ that sum was inchided. 

Nevertheless, last week Ford re-. 
portedly came forward with the’ 
$200m. compromise offer, a figure 
that disappointed Israel supporters 
‘on Capito] Hill, They had expected 
that the President would eventu- 
ally agree to a $375m. compromise. 

Yesterday, the Senate approved 
a §5.3b. foreign aid appropriation 
bill for the 12 months beginning 
October 1.

PARIS. — Joachim Peiper, 61-year- 
old former SS colonel and member of 
Hitler's pergonal guard, who was 
sentenced to death by an American 
court for executing 71 U.S. prison- 
ers of war, said yesterday that he 
will continue to Hive in the French 
village which has been his home for 
the past six years. 

Peiper told a French radio report- 
er: “France is a country of law and 
order. I know the French police will 
frotect me if there is trouble.” 

The ex-Nazi ts living at Traves, 
near Vesoul in eastern France, with 
his young German wife. Their ele- 
gant modern villa is protected by 
fierce guard dogs. He said, "I realize 
my secret has been discovered, but I 
am happy here with my wife and 
dogs.” 

Peiper was tracked down by 
Pierre Durand. a staff writer for 
the French Communist daily 


“L’Humanite." who checked out his 


record in Stuttgart, Berlin and 
Milan. 
The reporter established that 


FPeiper was sentenced to death by 
a U.S. court in 1946 for the mas- 
sacre of 71 American PoWs at 
Malmedy. Belgium. during the 
Ardennes offensive in 1944, But his 
sentence was commuted to a life 
term, of which he served only five 
years. 

Peiper worked for the Porsche 
automobile firm in Stuttgart until 
employees demanded his dismissal. 
Later he was employed at a Volks- 


wagen garage in the same city 
before he came to France, 
Former resistance fighters in

per to trial for the massacre of 34 
civilians in Boves, near the French 
border, in 1943.

Police irked at leak

‘Thin privilege is granted to every 
dealer, registered or not. However, 
the businessman who is registered 
has two advantages: 

@ He can issue tax bills that can 
be used by his buyers to de- 
duct the tax they pald from what 
they pay to the Treasury. Many 
buyers thus have an interest in 
doing business only with authorized 
dealers. 
@ if he is registered, he has to 
keep books. Thus his revenues 
are Jegally recorded and cannot 
he questioned by the VAT author- 
ities. Uf the dealer is not registered, 
he cannot prove his revenues {in- 
cluding the VAT he collected from 
his customers). In thig case the tax 
authorities can arbitrarily fix his re- 
venues and the amount of tax he 
collected from his customers. 

But not everyone can deduct all 
VAT payments he has put out from 
what he owes the Treasury. 

Non-profit institutions cannot de- 
duct the tax they paid on their in- 
puts: they will have to pay a 3 
per cent tax on their wage bill 
regardiess of the taxes they paid on 
inputs, 

The same applies to financial bo- 
dies, which will pay a 6 per cent 
tax on their total wage bill and 
their profits.

The ILP’s Yehuda Sha'ari, pre- 
senting the bil on behalf of the 
four-man faction, said that solu- 
Hons had not been found to the 
marriage problem because the rab- 
binical establishment had remained 
immobile over the years. Although 
Ashkenazi Chief Rabbi Shiomo 
Goren ‘had tried to find solutions 
for individuals, tt was impossible 
to depemd on the goodwill of one 
rabbi or another. 

Sha‘ari said his bill would only ap- 
ply after the rabbis had refused to 
wed @ couple. It would apply only to 
Jews and hence could not encour- 
mixed marriages. It would 
obviate the need for Jews to travel 
abroad to marry — to Cyprus for 
instance — after which their mar- 
Tiages were recognized here any- 


Be quoted the late Supreme Court 
Justice Moshe Silberg, an Orthodox 
Jew, a3 approving the THausner 
Law publicly in press interviews, 
and as assuring that it would not 
create ἃ new class of “untouch- 
ables.” Silberg said the bill did not 
clash with Halacha in any way. 
Nowadays, Sha’arl said, marriage 
problems are treated in a cynical 
and hypocritical manner. Sending 
people abroad to marry is no solu- 
tion, and in any case not everyone 
can afford it.

However, one Labour man, Adi 
Amorai, abstained and was allowed, 
after a noisy procedural wrangtie, 
to explain his abstention from the 
rostrum. While he did not favour 
the ILP Ὁ: Amoral said, the 
problem sti] existed and some legal 
solution was sorely needed. 

Three other Labour members who 
wanted to abstain but were denied 
permission by their party slipped 
out before the vote.

Exercise without being seen 


YOU MAY be surprised to learn that 
tis possible to exercise while sitting 
wr lying almost absolutely stil. This 
tind of exercising, however, is not 
ilways the easiest method of reduc- 
ng, The emphasis ts on concentra- 
don, rather than on working up 8 
sweat — which, you'll probably find, 
.8 olmost as exhausting as the 
auffing-pufting technique. 

The advantages of this method are 
many, You can exercise 
“clandestinely" on the beach, while 
driving your car, standing in Hine at 
the bus-stop or lying in bed, 

Stomach exercises of this sort can 
be done in almost any position. When 
you get really good at it, you can 
firm your stomach while doing ab- 
solutely anything — even eating. ᾿ 
Practise a bit before you try the 

lassic position, on your back with 
our knees bent. Slowly tighten your 
wer abdominal muscles 89 hard as 
you can, hold to the count of 10 and 
lowly release. Concentrate on 
hanges in your body and breathing, 
‘and try to reduce them as much BS 
possible. As you get better at this, 
iry to increase the strength of your 
hold on your muscies, as well es the 


time you hold your stomach in. Do 
this exercise anywhere and 
everywhere. If you can do it while 
singing an aria in full voice, I would 
imagine that you've learned the 
trick of breathing correctly. 

Thigh and bottom exercises can be 
just ag invisible, but require an equal 
amount of concentration. You should 
practise them standing up before 
you experiment with other positions. 

Stand with your feet apart, upper 
torso relaxed. Press your knees 
backward as hard as you can, raise 
your tocs slightly and concentrate on 
tensing the entire front part of your 
leg. Hold to the count of 10, relax. In 
this and succeeding exercises, keep 
the rest of your body, inciuding the 
other parts of the leg, relaxed... I 
πον it sounds impossible, but try it 
anyway. In me you'll find you can 
do it. This exercise is meant to 
reduce and firm the front of the 
thighs. 

Stand with your legs together. 
Press your legs together, especially 
at the knees and ankles, until you 
start to feel a tiredness In your inner 
thighs. Hold to the count of 10, relax. 
Once you get more proficient, you'll

find you can do this exercise lying 
down or sitting with your legs 
straight in front of you. Needless to 
say, this variation is meant to firm 
and reduce the inner thigh. 

Remain standing with your legs 
together. Tighten up your bottom as 
hard as you can, and try to increase 
the area of tension to cover the entire 
back of the leg. Press the back of 
your leg toward the front of the 
Toom, especially at the knee — but 
don't actually allow your knees to 
bend. In this exercise, some tension 
will be felt in the other parts of the 
leg, you cannot isolate the back of 
the leg entirely. This, however. does 
not hamper the effectiveness of the 
exercise, whose purpose is to tone 
and reduce the bottom and the back 
of the thighs. This exercise is harder 
to do unnoticeably, but a bit of in- 
genuity will probably solve the 
problem for those determined not to 
take time to exercise. If you like long 
telephone conversations, you can 
probably fit it in there.

FOR THE MOST PART, says Mr.

Of the 776 coins dug and registered 
during the initial field test at 
Caesarea in 1974, about a fourth 
were destroyed by the process 
because the bronze had been entirely 
consumed by corrosion, which 
crumbled away in the bath. The rest 
of the coins, nearly 75 per cent, 
retained a bronze core and were 
cleaned satisfactorily. Of these, 36 
‘per cent were in fair to good condi- 
tion and datable.

Helping the 
disabled to 
integrate

FOR THE 16-member delegation 
trom Canada, the current rehabilita- 
tion congress is a chance to compare 
Canada with other countries and to 
see if they are moving in the right 
direction in work with the disabled. 


have to be re-examined,” 
Patricia Harris, president of the 
Canadian National Rehabilitation 
Council — a roof ition of all 
that country’s rehabilitation agen- 
cies. ‘For instance, how can we ex- 
pect disabled persons to live normal 
lives if so many of them still go to 
special schools and work in sheltered 
workshops?" 

Of course, for many years workers 
in rehabilitation have at least paid 
lip service to the idea of integration 
of the disabled into “‘normal’’ socie- 
ty, but Mrs. Harris is afraid that this 
has been only lip service in too many 
cases, '*Sometimes you visit a school 
or piace of employment where they 
tell you they be to accept 
any qualified disabled applicant. But 
the doorways are too narrow for 


people with many different kinds of 
physical handicaps." 

“The cosmetic emphasis in our 
society is another problem” said Joe 
Cashen. a clinical psychologist 
engaged in programme planning for 
the dian council. ‘People with 
deformities are denied jobs not 
because their Intellectual capacity is 
affected but because beauty and sex- 
ual attractiveness are requirements 
for success in our culture."" 

Canada, which will be hosting the 
next international rehabilitation con- 
gress in 1980, is now in the process of 
planning new legislation designed to 
provide better transportation, job 
opportunities, accessibility to hous- 
ing and other services to the disabl- 
ed. The delegates were eager to see 
how other countries have solved 
these problems. 

When I met Mrs. Harris and Mr. 
Cashen, they had not yet seen any 
Israeli rehabilitation facilities. 
“From what I've heard,’’ Mrs. 
Harris said, ‘Israel's rehabilitation 
services are very good. Of course, 
I’m sure those of you who are close 
to them would like to see improve- 
ment. But every country has its 
priorities and a country struggling 
for its existence cannot put 
rehabilitation in the first place. 

Mr. Cashen was particularly in- 
terested in work being done with 
Israeli war veterans, since in 
Canada this group is often neglected. 
Walter Dinsdale, M.P., is concerned 
especially with technical aids in 
rehabilitation of the disabled and is 
an active volunteer in this area.

Victorian Women’s Lib 


OLD ALRESFORD. — 


THE CENTENARY of the Mothers’ 
Union is being marked this month. 
The fact that this organisation is 
regarded, like the Womens’ Institute 
{jem and Jerusalem"), 2 risible 
rather than 4 revolutionary 
organisation, says little for England 
and volumes for male chauvinism. 

In fact all that is known of its real 
founding is that it happened in early 
June in 1876 on a fine hot summer's 
day. It was done by a rector's wife, a 
rich, beautiful woman with hair in 
black ringlets in Old Alresford. Its 
intentions and actions were curious- 
ly modern and in no way patronising 
or silly. 

Mary Sumner was the rector's 
wife. Both were rich. The rector was 
the son of the Bishop of Winchester 
and ended Bishop of Guildford. She 
was a banker's daughter. 

The village was miserably poor 
and the women used to work in the 
fields with the men. Almost all of it 
has disappeared under a trim 


PHYLLIS LEVIN, who died a month 
ago, was in her own way a pioneer. 
There were few young women from 
England in this country when she 
arrived here in 1928 to marry the 
young lawyer whom she had met 
while he was studying in London. 
She came with little Zionist 
ideology in her baggage, but she 
brought with her a passion for 
perfection and an unswerving belief 
in the need for honesty and courtesy 
in human relations. These principles 
she tried to insti] in the pupils whom 
she taught first at the Reali School in 
Haifa and later, for a longer period, 
at the Evelina de Rothschild Schoo} 
in Jerusalem.

municipal modernity. The rectory 
was reasonably majestic having 
been built by the Reverend the Eari of 
Guildford.

The appellant, an advocate by 
profession, brought a suit for neg- 
ligence against the respondents, who 
had defended him in a criminal ac- 
tion. The District Court dismissed 
the sult in limine and awarded ‘the 
respondents costs of IL15,000. 

Qn the appeal against this decision 


to the Supreme Court the appellant —

Justice Cohn, who delivered the 
main opinton of the Supreme Court, 
Justice Berinson concurring, noted 
that the District Court had’ held 
that a claim for damages may not 
be brought against an advocate for 
purportedly handling the defence of 
his client negligently, and the res- 
pondents’ counsel had supported this 
ruling by invoking English prece- 
dents, in which “public policy" is 
cited as justification for dismissing 
such claims. He for his part, he 
said, agreed with the appellant that 
the English law on the subject was 
not applicable in Israel as there is 
a statutory law of civil wrongs in 
israel and the courts here are not 
entitled to either broaden or narrow 
its application for what they deem 
to be considerations of public policy, 
whereas the English courts have 
complete freedom of action in ap- 
plying the Common Law. 

Justice Cohn then went on to 
examine the relevant provisions of 
the Civil Wrongs Ordinance, con- 
cluding that while the Ordinance 
does grant immunity from judicial 
action to members of courts or tri- 
bunals it does not provide for any 
similar privilege for advocates, (as 
does the Defamation Law}. In short, 
therefore, he held, while advocates, 
in the course of practising their 
profession, are immune from defa- 
mation actions, they are not immune 
from actions in tort. 

The question to be considered by 
the Supreme Court is, therefore, he 
continued, whether the appellant 
did in fact have a cause of action 
for negligence against the respon- 
dents on the assumption that all 
his allegations, aimed mainly 
against the first respondent, were 
true. s 

In finding the answer to this 
question to be in the negative, Jus- 
tice Cohn said that the main thread 
of the appellant's complaints ap- 
peared to be that the respondents 
had treated him with contempt. 
However, he continued, the respon- 
dents’ attitude and behaviour to- 
wards the appellant personally 
should not be confused with their 
professional conduct of his cease. 
For although good manners towards 
a client may be a matter of profes- 
sional ethics, this was not the issue 
in the present case. 

The issue here was, he continued, 
whether the respondents had been 
negligent in ‘the conduct of the ap- 
pellant’s case, thereby causing him 
damage; or, in other words, whether

dent lawyer would -have taken care 
to avoid. Id this context, he con- 
tinued, it should be stressed that a 
jawyer's duty to use his forensic 
skill and to take care does not 
amount to more than a duty to 
use his discretion within the frame- 
work of existing substantive and 
procedural iegal norms; and even 
the best of lawyers in exercising 
this discretion may sometimes com- 
mit an error in judgment, And if a 
flesh and blood judge is entitled to 
err Sometimes, then all the more 
so is an advocate, on condition that 
he did so while exercising his dis- 
cretion to the best of his ability 
and knowledge, 

In particular, continved Justice 
Cohn, it is not the duty of an ad. 
Yyocate to put forward those argu- 
ments, and ask those questions, sug~ 
gested by his client, against his 
own better judgment. On the con- 
trary, he would be falling in his 
duty towards his client if he did, 
it being irrelevant and immaterial 
if, in fact, (as the appellant had 
alleged) the client was right and 
he wrong, For in that event the 
client might be justifiably annoyed 
with his lawyer, but he could not 
claim that he had been negligent 
in his conduct of his case (see also 
Rondel v. Worsley, 1967, 3 All ER. 
10851 

AS to the question of whether 
the appellant had suffered damage, 
if, held Justice Cohn, he were re- 
ferring to the fact that he had 
been found guilty by the court and 
sentenced, because of the “negli- 
gent” manner in which the respon- 
dents had conducted his case, then 
the answer was that a court judg- 
ment cannot be deemed to cause 
“damage” within the meaning of 
the Civil Wrongs Ordinance. 

The reason for this is, he pointed 
out, that only the judges are res- 
possible for judgments, and no res- 
ponsihility for them may be placed 
at the door of the lawyers. So that 
the appellant's statement of claim 
before the District court revealed 
no cause of action on tortious 
grounds. 

Nor, concluded Justice Cohn, could 
the appellant claim that he had 
been caused damage because he 
had paid the respondents well and 
yet they had conducted his case 
negligently, as the only obligation 
which a lawyer has to his client 
is to conduct his case to the best 
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of his ability and judgment If 
therefore, he should commit an er- 
ror of judgment he could not be 
deemed to have committed a breach 
of his contract with his client. 

Nor may a lawyer's fees be 
deemed tp be dependent on the suc- 
cesaful outcome of a criminal tria) 
as linking a fee to the acquittal of 
a client is a disciplinary offence 
under the Chamber of Advocates 
Law. So that once the appellant 
had paid the respondents the fee 
agreed upon in advance, he could 
not claim it back, in whole or part, 
after he had been found guiity by 
the court, whatever the reason for 
his conviction might have been. 

To short, therefore, the appellant 
had no cause of action either in tort 
or in contract and the appeal should 
be dismissed. 

Justice Kahn 

In concurring that the appeal 
should be dismissed, Justice Kahn 
said that he did so solely on the 
ground that the appellant's alle- 
ations against the reapondents did 
not reveal a cause of action for 
negligence. 

As to the question of whether the 
existence of ἃ statutory law dealing 
with civil wrongs precludes the pos- 
sibility of putting up a defence of 
“public policy” against a claim for 
damages, he saw no cause for ex- 
pressing any opinion on it in the 
Present case, he held, since even if 
he were to favour the school of 
thought which thinks it does not, 
he would still not be of the opinion 
that. advocates should be granted 
immunity from actions for negli- 
Bence In conducting their clients’ 
cases in court, for reasons of public 
policy, 

Nor did he wish to express any 
opinion, he concluded, on the sub- 
ject-matter of whether the appel- 
Jant would have been found to have 
suffered damage, in the event that 
the respondents had been found to 
have been negligent.

Warning by the Physicians of Israel 


raost in secret, removed from the spotlight of public interest that is focused. : 
on other matters, a law is being prepared in the Knesset Services Committee 


which is bound to destroy one of the citizen’s basic freedoms and to cause 
great damage to medicine in Israel. 


The subject in question is a state Health Insurance Law. Israel’s doctors 
heartily support full and binding state health insurance for everyone in 
Israel. But the architects of the new law, as proposed, have completely 
different purposes in mind: complete elimination of the freedom to choose 
among the various Kupot Holim (Health Services), eternal enslavement of 
the majority of the public to one Kupat Holim (Histadrut), together with a 
serious undermining of one of the principles of medical practice — trust 
between the patient and the physician he chooses. . 


There are other flaws in the proposed law: this is a law for increasing the 
bureaucratic woes of the patient; there is no intention to allow the Kupot 
Holim to conduct their affairs autonomously, and there is also no intention 
to set up within the proposed framework an independent authority for 
administering the health services; the intention is rather that the Minister 
and Ministry of Health will not only be the supervisors and comptrollers, 
but will also be the active directors of the health services down to the last 
detail. This operation in duplicate (The Ministry on top of the various Kupot 
Holim) will mean an increase in clerks, offices, and administrative expenses, 
and further complicate the citizen’s dependence on the bureaucracy where 
the vital matter of his health is concerned. The law as it stands will mean 
absolute politicization of the health service in Israel, already suffering from 


an excess of politicization. 


But above all, the proposed law impinges on the basic freedom of the citizen 
to choose according to-his own free considerations the medical service and 
physician he personally desires. For according to the proposed law, workers 
organizations and every other organization chosen by the Minister will be 
those who decide to which Kupat Holim each citizen (according to his labour 
affiliation) will belong. More than this, erased-— with premeditated intent — 
from the proposed law, is the prohibition on the labour organizations to 


exercise sanctions against those who choose a Kupat Holim different from 


that which jis chosen for them “from above.”

It is not clear whether the “only” 

was meant to celebrate how much 
was being achieved by such a small 
number, or to complain about how 
few were being assigned to such a 
vital task.

“Criteria and Selection" of Agency- 
WZO shilihim submitted to the Agen- 
cy Executive by a committee headed 
by Director-General Moshe Rivlin. 
The Jewish Agency, the Govern- 
ment, and Knesset bodies are 
reviewing the emissary situation for 
ἃ change. 
Those ‘only 94" aliya emissaries 
worry me. I suggest that the num- 
ber be reduced to as close to zero 
as possible. Aliya emissaries should 
be retained only In places like Vien- 
na to expedite the passage of those 
Jews who are already olim — in 
spirit and body — who are already 
headed homeward to Eretz Yisrael, 
and only have to be directed to the 
vehicles waiting to bring them here, 
and do not have to be “encouraged” 
and “‘incentived”’ to do so. 

What is being proposed here is not 
aimed merely at saving money — 
salutary though that may be. On the 
contrary, what I propose instead of 
our existing aliya apparatus, and 
also instead of much of the existing 
klita (absorption) apparatus, will 
probably cost much more — initially 
at least. But the returns on the in- 
veatment will be infinitely greater. 
At worst, we will ‘'only’’ have

come and go as they wish.

It does not, however, favour 
the exclusive monopolization of the marriage function by the 
official orthodox rabbinate nor the extremes to which this 
stream of the rabbinate goes in applying every jot and tittle 
of halacha. 

As in many other fields of life in Israel, the entire debate 
is one concerning surface formalities. The strictness of the 
rabbinate notwithstanding, anyone in Israel can marry any- 
one else: in Cyprus or other countries which provide civil 
marrisge for foreigners, if one has the price of two return 
tickets; through Mexican proxy marriages, if one has the 
Price of an expensive lawyer; through private marriage, with- 
out benefit of clergy, which halacha permits; and through 
common-law cohabitation, which is nearly as fully protected 
by civil legislation as are marriages with rabbinical sanction. . 
All these forms are recognized by Israel civil courts, but are 
guaranteed to lead to problems with the rabbinate, a genera-

The most courteous. efficient and 
devoted of aliya-klita officialdom 
Cannot guarantee that the apartment 
te which the family of olim is 
directed does not leak and that the 
window frames are not warped from 
the outset; that Mr. Oleh doesnot get 
shouted at by a bank clerk; that Mrs. 
Olah does not get elbowed in the 
grocery store and get her bread 
wrapped in a soiled newspaper in- 
stead of the way she was accustomed 
to getting it “back home”; that their 
children do not have an unhappy 
school and playground adjustment; 
that the family will learn quickly 
how to live on their Israeli income 
and deal with the new semantics of 
Israeli life. 

Then, when something — ora com- 
bination of things — goes wrong, and 
some individual or family decides to 
pack up and “go home,” they blame 
“Israel.” 

In a way, they are right. It is 
“Israel,” and not some particular 
agency or official, that relentlessly 
calls for allya; tells Jews that Israel 
needs them and they need Israel as 
their home; offers them rights, 
benefits, incentives to answer the 
call of this mutual need. Thus, by the 


* time they come here — those Jews of 


the Free Countries, and often alao 
the Jews of the “lands of distress" — 
too many of them have forgotten 
why they responded at all to that call 
and to the offers of incentives, and 
the success or failure of thelr aliya 
now hinges on how completely, 
speedily and smoothly the promises 
explicitly or implicitly made to them 
by emissaries and brochures are 
kept, and on whether you and I were 
careful never to let them see us 
frown. 

“Israel,” then, should be freed of 
her status as handy scapegoat, by 
halting the verbal and written calls

He believes that the era of develop- 
ment assistance and the imitation of 
European models is over. A few of 
the African countries may get rich, 
he says, but much of the new wealth 
is likely to be squandered and stolen, 
and the middle class that will benefit 
will support a succession of dic- 
tatorial regimes. But for the majori- 
ty of African states, even financial 
solvency will be an impossible 
dream; for them, anew Dark Age of 
anarchy might begin. 

“What we must do is to define our 
goals, our values. Do we want in- 
dustrial pollution, slum cities that 
breed crime and riots? Are we really 
happier with Hiltons and super-_ 
age stocked a TV αν τὴ 

lo we really need to it 
super-sophisticated conputerived. 
equipment that requires dozens of 
specialists and repairmen no 
African state has — and which may 
be obsolete next year? 

“Could we not concentrate on our 
native resources — develop solar 
power so we won't have to buy ex- 
pensive gasoline that pollutes the 
air, improve our agricultural 
products so that we can eat better, 
encourage cooperative 
so that we won't develop a new - 
colonial class of enterpreneurs ex- 
ploiting cheap labour.” 


MANY OF HIS THOUGHTS reflect - 
the new realities in America. Yet his 
American friends no longer listen to 
him as intently as in the old days 
when his witty denunciation of the 
British and the French lent flavour 
to dinner-tabie conversations and his 
vision of 2 united Africa fired the im- 
agination. of English and Politi- 
cal Science majors.

The Chinese, while 
resourceful and admirably indepen- 
dent, are as doctrinaire as Jesuits or 
orthodox Moslems... The Araba are 
selfish and venal; every cent from 
them has attached... It Is a 
pity that a wedge has been driven 
between Israel and black Africa, but 
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promises — stated or implied — that 
go with these calls and incentives; 
and eliminating the bureaucratic 
network needed to implement such a 
system of calls, incentives, and 
promises, Let the call be the natural 
call of the re-established sovereign 
Jewish national life in the Jewish 
homeland and of the struggle to 
shape that life properly; let the in- 
centive he the desire of each Jew to 
come home and benefit from that 
life; and let the promise be the 
promise that each of those Jews sees 
in being a part of, and eventually 
contributing to, that Hfe. 


ALL THIS, you will say, is very pret- 
ty talk, but, you will ask, how ts it to 
be implemented? I repeat a sugges- 
tion I made in these columns over 
two years ago, which the late Pinhas 
Sapir subsequently, after becoming 
Chairman of the Jewish Agency Ex- 
ecutive, put on the agenda of the 
Zionist Movement, and which 
notably the British Zionist Federa- 
tion has been doing for many years 
but which North American Jewry 
has been reluctant to try. That arti- 
cle put forward in considerable 
detail a suggestion whereby every 
American Jewish community would 
‘come responsible for organizin 
and financing the “encouragement” 
and implementation of the aliya of 
{ta members. This would be done in 
cooperation with technical and 
profegsional specialists in the 
various relevant fields in Israel, 
hired by and directly responsible to 
the ‘Aliya Corporations” set up by 
those Diaspora communities, and 
with the relevant official bodies and 
olim associations in Israel. 
The details of that proposal will 
not be repeated here. It should be 
stressed, however, that the drastic 
revision of the aliya-klita system I 
Propose — at least as it pertains to 
the Jews of the Free Countries — will 
remove what has been such a-source 
of friction between Israel and those 
Jews. More important, it will at long 
last Jeave them face-to-face, alone, 
with the question of aliya, forcing 
them finally to cope with it on their 
terms, and to develop an aliya ethos 
of their own as citizens of the 8,500- 
year-old Jewish People with its 
strange, unique history.
